tinued right down to the 14th. Con- 
tury A.D., whilst furthor A morican 
plants woro introduced in the 
16th. and 17th. Conturics. He 
favo mbhy examples of how 
Chinoso plant namos indicated 
thoir foroign origin. Alfalfa was 
introduced bocause it was necoss- 
ary to grow it for tho Porsian 
horaos which wore bought by an 
Emporor in 500 A.D. Myrrh, 
sloor, opium and jasmin wore all 
introduced into China, whereas 
peachos, apricots, Indian poara, 
ginger and rhubarb wore Chinese 
products givon to the outside 
world, Tho sponker want on to 
spoak of Chinoso medicamortn, 
as propared from cortain roots 
and fish,. adding that although 
Chino had contributed so mu h 
in tho oarly days, she had con- 
tributed littla to madicino in the 
scientific ora.. Securing know- 
ledgo {rom ono school and an- 
othor, and going back to thoir 
various provinces, Chineso youths 
woro proparing thomsolvos to 
take up tho great medical work 
that awalted them. Ho beliovod 
thore was no greator forco in the 
world than that of the advance of 
the knowledgo of modicine. 


ANTHROPOLOGY. 


In the Anthropology Section, 
Dr. Davidson Black, of Poking 
Union Medical Cclloge, oponed 
tho sossion with o papor on tho 
roocont work in the field of prohis- 
toric anthropology in China. 

Dr. Black is himsolf a notod 
workor in this field and iilustrat- 
ed his romarks with o large num- 
bor of interosting slides. 

After’ dealing with 
findings and thoorices of 
early workers in tho — fiold 
of anthropology and describing 
the oarly radiation of mammals, 
he throw on the screon maps of 
Asia in prohistoric timos. The 
earlier of those all showed that 
tho groator port of what is known 
as tho China Sco was Innd which 
joined up with tho Phillipinos, 
Bornoo, Java, Sumatra and tho 
prosent Malay Peninsula and 
which is given the name of 
Cathayaia. It also showed the 
Rusaian So. dividing Europe 
from Asia, Later slides showed 
the shaping of the land os we 
know it to-day. 

Coming to rosults of recent ro- 
search, Dr. Black told of sroat 
finds thathad beon made in the 
Gobi Desort, traces of, wars un- 
known to history. . 

He romarked thatif tho theory 
that the migration of mammals 
and peoplo was correct, then tho 
Malay Peninsula ought to prove 
a valuablo field for prorpocting. 
With that idoa in viow, he wont 
to Siam 1 littl while ago to 
survey the country to catimate 
tho chanees of succossful pro- 
specting. In o boat ho made 
the trip down tho Mo 
Ping gorges to Bangkok, but 


tho 


did not moot with great 
success, In tho gorges ho found 
numbors of caves that at first 
appoarod ideal for working. On 
closer inspection it was found 
that tho nativos had unfortunate- 
ly loarnod tho usos of gunpowdor 
and tho floors of tho cavoa that 
promised so much woro usoloss 
for his work. Again, many of 
thom woro filled with Buddhist 
shrines that made prospocting 
impossible, Many of tho pictures 
of the gorges, tho cavos and thoir 
shrincs wero particwarly in- 
torosting. 

Dr. Black showed many pictures 
of fossil and skoleton finds in 
various parts of North China and 
prophosiod that tho Asiatic Ex- 
Podition lod by Mr. Roy Chapman 
Androws, and now at work, would 
moot groat success and add oon- 
sidorably to anthropological 
knowyedxe so far as China wan 
conedrnod. 


GEOLOGY OF HONGKONG.

A paper road inthe Anthro- 
pology Soction this morning Was 
koonly Hstoned to, it boing on 
“Hongkong and the Soa,” tho 
author being Dr. Williams, 
Professor of QGoology at Van- 
couver Univorsity,, who fe in tho 
Colony making oa geological 
survey of tho Now Torritorics. 

He told tost a recont dis- 
covery of fossila in the Now 
Torritories had enabled tho age 
of cortain rocks in tho Colony to 
bo dofinitoly fixod. Chinose 
litorature. had been of little 
assistanco to the gotlogist in 
south China although taoy know 
that at ono timo t had beon sub- 
morgod. The discovery of these 
fossils had onabled the dato of 
certain granite rocks to be placed 
in tho Mosozoic Age, a difforonco 
involving miilions cf yoars, tora 
provious lack of ovidunce had 
placed thom in a much earlier 
period. Tho . oldost rocks in 
the Colony worse now ploced 
in a pro - glacial ogo, 
Thoso . rocks wore of ao 
sedimontary nature and had at 
one time boon Inid down in the 
soa just as mud was laid ot tho 
bottom of the sea now. This 
moant that thero had boon rapid 
orosion on tho land. Volcanio 
action hod then predominated, 
but whother oxplosivo or of a 
fissure naturo it could not bo 
said, and lava had flowed: ovor 
this orca, Later thero was 
ovidenco of oxplosiyo volcanic 
action. Ono goologist had found 
at Mirs Bay a boulder which 
was ovidently of tho Palcozoic 
Ago. . 

Thon thoro onsued a poriod of 
elevation and Hongkong as we 
know it now bogan to take shapo, 
thia volcanic, poriad of activity 
boginning in tho Mosozoic Age 
and onding in tho tertiary poriod 
frosion was always moro active 
following olovation. Tho mcunt- 
ains wore formod by oclovation of 
rocks from the soa bod and arosion 
modelled thom. This weathering 
and erosion had continued till 
tho prosent day. 


Tho quostion arose: Why waa 
our present shore whore it was? 

Ho had found cortain boaches 
in tho Colony which were small 
and indications thatthey had not 
beon Jong thoro and he considered 
that the prosont shoro tine had 
rison in a recent poriod of time 
and it was probable that Hong- 
kong had boon separated from 
tho mainland moro-recontly than 
had Formora. 

In Hongkong and the Ladronos 
had boon found a spocies of 
butterfly and on the Lad- 
rones o now epecies of monkey 
and also largo numbers of 
plants which pointed to tho 
probability that tho soparation 
was in tho tortlary period. 

Recently the P.W.D. and tho 
Admiralty had carried out borings 
in tho harbour and their results 
showed that thora wak peat below 
the harbour at from 43 to LOO feot 
down. This had onco beon at the 
Jevol of land. It took somo time 
for plants to decay and form tho 
peat and thoreforo fot only had 
thoro boon a sottling of 100 
foot, but pausos in tho 
process. Cloy had been found 
bolow tho poat. Tho. change, 
liko that in North Amorica, had 
probably boon brought about bya 
iso of tho soa bod rathor than a 
sinking of the land. 

Prof. Daly, of Harvard, was 
of opinion that at ono tima 600 
foot of ocean hed beon gathored at 
the polos in tho form of ice and 
that tho roloase of this had givon 
riso to tho roa. : 

Dr. Williams oxhibited » map 
showing what Hongkong would 
be liko if tho saa was 100 foot 
shallowor, Tho séashoro would 
bo far away to the south noar tha 
groups of islands which oxtst 
thore to-day. 

Ho also mentioned tho possiblo 
offect of the Canton River on 
Hongkong and anid, so far as ho 
could find at presont, at ono timo 
a stroam of {t pasrod through 
what ia now tho harbour, anothor 
to tho south and north of 
Lamma_ and yot othors to the 
wost of Lantao. . 

Ho was cordially thanked for 
his popor, Dr. Davidson Black 
spoaking of the tramondous holp 
dotailed work Hko thet of Mr.

including 164,000 in Gormany. 

Tho tonnage has decreased by 
nearly 4,900,000 compared with 
tho record year 1919, whon 7,145,- 
000 tons were launched. . 

Tho outputof Groat Britain and 
Troland included 211,000 for 
ownors residing abroad. 

Tho tonnago under construction 
throughout tho world on Docom- 
ber 3lst. was 2,470,000, a not 
inaqreaso of 26,000 compared with, 
twolve months boforo, a decroass 
of 98,000 in Groat Britain ond 
Ireland being offact by an 
inoroaso of 124,000 abroad. 

Tho world's grosa tonnage in 
June, 1924 amounted to 57,530,- 
000 comparod with 42,514.000 in 
Juno 3914 Tho formor inoludos 
17,154.000 tons using oil fuel, and 
6,000,000 tons of Inid up through- 
out the world in July, 1924, over 
two-thirds of this being in ‘tho 
Unitod BStatos, but the United

PIRATE OHIEF KILLED. 


It wos in tho fairly largo 
town of Fanlokong that an 
incident of groat importance 
for tho polico, authorities 
took placo.. Information had been 
recoivad that ono of the houses 
waa ocoupiod by a pirate of great 
roputo, and a atrong party of 
soldiors, led by the polico officials, 
mado their way to tho place at 
four o’olock yostorday morning. 
A littlo timo alapsod after ono of 
the party had givon a knock at 
tho door whon {it was suddenly 
opened to revoa! 4 nian standing in 
tho doorway with a. revolvor ‘ 
and pistol in either hand. Ho 
opened firo from these woapons in 
sn attompt to broak through tho 
cordon, and was mot bys volley 
of shots, ono of which struck 
him in tho thigh.

BURNING PROPOSAL

The frouble at Shanghai. 


Tho various falso alarums at 
Shanghai during tho past threo 
months or so have almost accus- 
tomed one to nows of the Sottle- 
mont boing “threatened”, and 
naturally thoro is a tendency to 
viow tho situation in a promising 
light rathor than apprehensivoly, 
But those who can road betwoon 
the linos of recent ovoents will 
roalise that the position up North 
is roally gravo, and no procautions 
can bo too sodulous on tho part of 
the authorities there. Evon worse 
thea prosont monaco of a defoatod 
rabblo falling back on the Sottle- 
mont to pass, and tho fears of 
looting and othor disordors to 
provo groundloss, the actual por- 
sibility of trouble will not havo 
been removed. The worst feature 
of this struggle is tho detoriora- 
tion during the past month from a 
definite objective to more guerilla 
warfare, of a kind reminiscont of 
the “freo for all” civil strife 
which ono had hoped wag to go 
out of fashion in China. Dofeuted 
gonorals and field = marshals 
romain in o position to try their 
luck again, and tho so-called 
victors ore seemingly unable 
to put a stop to tho side- 
line battles of thoir undor- 
strappors. Ironia broadly clear- 
cut issue there has arison a 
sorios of contests in which private 
quarrels appoar to be tho para. 
mount interost. So tho position 
droga on, if possible going from 
bad to worse. And whilo those 
things are, and whilo there con- 
tinuos to grow a dofinito anti- 
foreign agitation, the  foroigy 
communitie¢s in the country can- 
not but feolthat the unoxplored 
futuro holds out decidedly gloomy 
prospects, and possibly serious 
monaces as well.

Sir Rodorick Jones, 
Routor’s Chairman, puts tho 
situation woll whon fhe says :— 
“St. Paul's is a national monu- 
mont, and it is tolt that'tho 
appeal will touch tho hoarts of 
tho poople of tho British Emplro 
evory whoro, irraspective of. race 
or crood, and not least of all, 
thoso of British birth.” Now that 
local arrangemonts have boon 
rondo for tho rocelving and 
forwarding of subscriptions from 
this Colony, wo truat that tho 
responso will bo large. Tho 
object is a most worthy ono, and 
wo fool sure thot the appeal will 
not bo made in vain-

VACOINES AND SERUMS, 


In an intorosting papor propar- 
od by Dr. T. F. Huang, of Poking, 
entitled “ Vacoines and soruma 
and their production in China” 
it was stated that tho production 
of biological products outsido 
privato ostablishmonts was con- 
fined to places which could bo 
counted on tho’ fingors, Tho 
Govornmont Laboratory in Hong- 
kong and the Municipal Counoil 
Laboratory {in Shanghai woro 
tho two outstanding sources. But 
for the ‘majority of ordinary 
Proctitionora thoy had to buy 
importod produots. Thoro wero 
sovoral disadvantages to this, 
among tham boing tho fost that 
big local ptooka could not ho 
kept to donl with epidomios, that 
vaccinos and sorums wero not 
stable substances and inovitably 
lost somo of thoir active pro- 
portios by boing kopt, that foroign 
sorums did not always provo 
most officacious for local uso, and 
that thoy wore of, high 
cost. <A vory oxcollot work 
was boing dono by tho Contral 
Epidomic Provontion Bureau, of 
Peking, vory many variotics of 
sarums and vaccines boing pro- 
parod and sold at low cost. Tho 
papor concluded with an appeal 
for groator support of this 
institution. 

Dr. McKonny, in commonting 
on the  papor, said that 
tho local production of 
vaccines was vory  dosirable, 
whorover possible, In Hongkong 
thoy had had oxporienco of that, 
especially in tho preparation of 
xorum for corebro-spinal mening- 
itis and rabios; Tho Jocal pro- 
paration of those sorums had 
mado an onormous differonce, as 
in tho caso of rabios thoro was 
now ho necessity to send people 
to Shanghai or, Saigon. Hong- 
kong had had most happy results 
from tho uso of local sorum.

no evidonco that the Dopartmont 
has got to work ona scale which 
would pormit of ‘the Hninan 
Straits being survyoyed without 
delay. Whilo tho notice to 
marinors to which we have ro- 
ferrod will causo navigators to 
exercire additional caution when 
in tho vicinity of tho Red Buoy, 
it would bo a good thing if the 
Britiah Admiralty survey, which 
ix alrondy under way. could take 
in tho Haiman Straits at a very 
oorly date. These wators are 
much used by coasting and othor 
shipping, and tho vory fact that 
at least four largo thips havo 
grounded in the south channol 
imtho past fow wooks should ‘in 
itsolf bo a sufficient indication of 
the urgency of tho mattor. It is 
quite porsiblo that tho shoal wator 
which is prosumed to exist is only 
a part of a big chango that bas 
taken place or is taking placo in 
tho Straits, and that no amount 
of oxtra cautian on tho part of 
navigators will wholly onable 
thoir vessels to traverse tho 
Straits in xafoty beforo a com- 
prehonsivo survey of the channols 
of navigation has beon completed.
